Council unanimously adopted a motion to. appoint Prof. Giguere 
as Secretary for 1978/79. 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to adopt the published agenda 
with the following additions: 


8.1 Pre-engineering programmes 
8.2 Intensive summer courses in French 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to approve the minutes of 
meetings 78.4, 78.5, 78.6 and 78.7 subject to an editorial 
correction in item 3 of meeting 78.5 where the word concerns 
should read consensus. 


. Appointment of Academic Re-evaluation Committee 


The Secretary noted that the new procedures approved by Senate 

to deal with student appeals with respect to grades in courses 
involved three levels: the professor, the department and finally 
the Faculty (Doc. 78-7-1). At the Faculty level the procedure 
called for the establishment of two panels, one of faculty and 

the other of students from which equal numbers of faculty and 
students would be drawn to constitute individual appeals com- 
mittees. In each case, the committee would choose a chairman from 
outside its membership. 


He suggested that as similar panels would have to be created to hear 
charges of cheating and plagiarism, the same panels could be used 
for both purposes.

Motion 5. Council unanimously adopted a motion establishing that the two 
78-8-4 panels of full-time faculty and of students registered in 
Faculty programmes from which will be formed committees to hear 
appeals with respect to academic re-evaluation, also be used as the 
basis to form committees to hear charges of cheating and plagiar- 


ism. 
Motion 6. Council unanimously adopted a motion establishing the membership 
78-8-5 of a committee to hear appeals with respect to academic re- 
evaluation to be one faculty member and one student and a chair- 
man. 
Motion 7. Council unanimously adopted a motion establishing the panels 
78-8-6 referred to in Motion 78-8-4 to consist of the memberships and 


terms of office as set out in Motions 77-9-21, -25 and -26, it 
being understood that vacancies would be filled in the case of 
departures from the university.

8. Pre-Engineering Programmes 


The Secretary advised Council that EUSC had, upon his suggestion, 
recommended to Council a restriction in the range of electives 
which would be made available to students in a pre-engineering 
programme. EUSC recommendations with respect to electives are 
contained in Doc. 78-8-2. 


Motion 9. Council unanimously adopted a motion to recommend to Senate Doc. 
78-8-7 78-8-2 with the following change: the word "required" to be 
replaced by "recommended". 


10. Credit Values for Certain Mechanical Engineering Courses 


Prof. Xistris noted that this matter was under study. If the 
need arose, recommendations would be made to Council through 
EUSC. 


11. Membership of Council 


The Chairman advised Council] that under its constitution, Profs. 
Lindsay and Xistris were ex officio members, and that if they so 
wished the Departments of Electrical and Mechanical Engineering 
could arrange to appoint replacements on Council. He suggested 
that it might be more in keeping with the spirit behind the 
composition of Council - namely the balance between elected and 
appointed members - if these departments were willing, for 
1978/79, to look upon Professors Lindsay and Xistris as depart- 
mental representatives. He reminded Council that it was to 
review its membership during the coming year in any case, and 
that the balance between elected and ex officio members would 
be examined as part of the review process.
